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“WE LIKE to get our chicks started before the spring rush," says Mrs. Luther Stringer, Jasper coun- 

ty, lowa. When field work begins, care of the chicks is left to Mrs. Stringer. It looks like 
total chick purchases will be down about one percent this year (earlier estimates showed a 5 per- 
cent drop). So the average price of eggs next fall will probably be pretty close to last fall's level.

Corn planting rates for 


By Dick Seim 


OR BEST YIELDS—plant corn at 
rates that make the most of your soil 
moisture and fertility. 

That’s a principle that Harold Stens- 
land, Story county, Iowa, follows. “I base 
my planting rate on soil moisture. If it’s 
good, I plant a little heavier,” he says. 


Stensland likes a final stand of 
14,000, if conditions are right. But 
he may cut back to 12,000 if the out- 
look isn’t good. 


In 1958, he harvested 100 bushels of 
corn per acre. He'll have 200 acres of 
corn in 1959. 

You can work out a planting rate that 
will fit your conditions. Review pas. 
yields. Like Stensland, take a look at the 
soil moisture outlook. And figure in the 
fertility level of your soil. 

“If you think your yield should be be- 
tween 60 and 90 bushels per acre in a 
favorable season, a final stand of 13- 
14,000 stalks should be enough,” says E. 
R. Duncan, Iowa State College agrono- 
mist. 

Maybe the potential of your land is 
greater. Seventy-five to 100 bushels? 
You'll want a final stand of about 16,000 
plants per acre, then 

“In most cases, 16,000 plants is a 
practical top for most good farmers,” 
Duncan says. “As you go higher, manage- 
ment factors become critical.” 

Actual planting rates must be above 
the final stand desired, of course. Mor- 


tality of kernels and plants must be taken 
into account. 


Under favorable conditions, mor- 
tality ranges from 10 to 15 percent. 
Less favorable circumstances may 
push losses to as high as 20 percent. 


There’s a rule of thumb that will help 
you estimate planting rates: One kernel 
every 40 inches in rows 40 inches apart 
gives 4,000 kernels per acre 

You can figure from there. For ex- 
ample, four kernels every 40 inches would 
be 16,000 kernels per acre. Subtracting 
a mortality of 10 percent (1,600 kernels) 
would leave a final stand of 14,400 

In planning an actual rate, it might be 
best to use a drop of three kernels or less, 
and move hills closer together. Agrono- 
mists and farmers have observed that 
barren plants or nubbins occur more 
often where there are more than three 
stalks per hill. 

Some farmers prefer drilling to hill 
dropping. “There’s no evidence that one 
method is better than the other,”’ Duncan 
says 

But single stalks may lodge more than 
hill-planted corn. This has been noted 
more in the western part of the state. It 
may not be a serious objection, tho, if a 
farmer prefers drilling 

Modern planters offer a wide flexibility 
in planting methods, rates, and distances 
between hills. They allow a farmer to 
plant corn as he chooses. 

Horace New, Story county, Iowa, plants 
two kernels every 20 inches, Ralph 
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SOIL MOISTURE conditions 
in Iowa are indicated on 
the map. Figures listed are 
suggested ranges for final 
corn stands that will be 
ample to make use of soil 
moisture. They’re based on 
assumption of adequate fer- 
tilization and normal rain- 
fall. 
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Detwiler, Washington county, Iowa, drops 
three kernels in hills 29% inches apart. 

You have your own system. But the 
information on planting rates and mois- 
ture conditions on the accompanying map 
may help you decide on a planting rate. 


“Odds are against above-normal 
yields in the northwest area,” agrono- 
mist Duncan says. “Moisture in the 
subsoil is only 50 percent of nor- 
mal.” 


He a planting rate for this 
area that will give a final stand in the 
range of 11-13,000 stalks per acre. That 
stand will be ample for the amount of 
moisture. It could be obtained by drop- 
ping three kernels every 32 inches in rows 
40 inches apart

In the northeast, conditions are a little 
better. Soil moisture is still less than 
normal, but chances of normal yields are 
pretty good 

A final stand of 12-14,000 stalks per 
acre will be justified in this area, Duncan 
indicates. Three kernels planted every 
27 inches would do the job 

In the rest of the state, the outlook is 
good. Moisture isn’t expected to be a 
limiting factor. Normal to above-normal 
yields can be anticipated 

Final stands in this part of lowa might 
be pushed up to 16,000 stalks per acre 
Planting three kernels every 24 inches 
would provide that plant population 


All stands suggested are based on 
assumptions that: Normal rainfall 
will be received—fertilizer will be 
supplied according to soil tests— 
and that no irrigation will be used. 


Irrigation changes the stand story. “I 
aim for 20-22,000 stalks per acre,” says 
F. W. Reed, Woodbury county, lowa. He 
irrigates 80 acres of corn 

That rate is the top limit for irrigated 
corn, Duncan And he adds that 
the hybrid used should be chosen care- 
fully. One that performs well at a normal 
planting hold up under

portant in any case. You want corn that 
will give you top yields at planting rates 
most favorable for your conditions 
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OLD TIRES come in handy to weight down 
plastic coverings on trench silos.

The Impossible Wheat Situation 


HEAT GROWERS in the Great 

Plains states are looking desperately 
for a way out of their dilemma. Any 
more delay in getting a workable pro- 
gram in operation will greatly intensify 
their problem. 

Wheat carryover next July 1 is ex- 
pected to be around 1.3 billion bushels. 
A 1.2 billion bushel crop is on the way. 

We eat around 500 million bushels a 
year in U. S. We’ve managed to export 
around 400 million bushels the last 2 
years, including gifts and P.L. 480 sales. 
Feed and seed uses put our total wheat 
market slightly above one billion bushels. 

So we’re apt to add anoth.r 200 million 
bushels to our carryover this year. 


How did we get ourselves in this 
situation? 


Wheat is suffering from three basic 
factors. Export demand and prices for 
wheat were high for several years after 
World War II. Growers boosted produc- 
tion to meet this need. 

Wheat yields have jumped phenome- 
nally—largely due to better varieties and 
cultural practices. From a national aver- 
age of around 10 bushels in the mid- 
thirties, it reached an all-time high of 26 
bushels an acre last year. 

Per capita consumption has dropped 
steadily for 50 years. It was 315 pounds 
in 1910, 230 pounds in 1945, and only 167 
pounds in 1958. 

Expanding population has kept 
total U. S. food use of wheat stable 

since 1935. 


Farming Treadmill 


HE 1950’s may go down in history as 
the era of “treadmill” agriculture. 

Farmers have steadily poured more 
capital into their operations, in spite of 
surpluses and dropping prices for farm 
products. Investments in fertilizer, build- 
ings, and machinery have risen sharply. 

Why? In most cases, they enabled 
each farm operator to boost his produc- 
tion. Boosting output is the best weapon 
individual farmers have for fighting the 
cost-price squeeze. 

One group of 210 typical Illinois farm- 
ers increased their cash outlays for pro- 
duction items 33 percent from 1951 to 
1957. During this time, the prices of 
these production items went up an aver- 
age of about 10 percent. And the prices 
of products they sold went down about 
18 percent. 

This trend appears to be continuing, 
but at a faster rate. We’re on a treadmill 
that must be run faster every year to 
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keep from losing ground. 
This is the basic trouble with agricul- 


ture today. Individuals work hard to 
boost their production. A lot of unused 
technology is available to boost produc- 
tion still further. It can be put to work 
—at a price. 

It will bring further boosts in total 
production of food and fiber—more than 
we can find a market for at the present 
time. In general, new farm investments 
are being used to turn out products no 
one wants. 

The surpluses keep pushing prices 
lower, increasing the squeeze on individ- 
ual farmers, who can meet the challenge 
only with still higher production. 

If agriculture was a big industry under 
one ownership, management would shut 
down a part of the plant until a demand 
existed for the production at profitable 
prices. How can we shut down part of our 
plant—fairly, legally, economically? 
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But wheat growers haven’t shared in 
the expanding market that most other 
food producers have enjoyed 

Those three factors worked heavily 
against the present wheat program. It is 
considered a failure. But the main reasons 
for its failure are the “hobbles” that were 
written into the law. 

Congress adopted a 55-million-acre 
minimum allotment in 1939. If acreage 
had been allowed to drop, as originally 
written into the law, production could 
have been kept in bounds. 

Second, a 15-acre marketing quota ex- 
emption was added to the law in 1941. 
In 1957, 65 percent of the growers had 15 
acres or less. Many of them had allot- 
ments, of course. But estimates are that 
production outside allotments is now 
around 125 million bushels a year. 


Where do we go from here? 


There isn’t much indication of a meet- 
ing of the minds in Washington. (See 
Washington Report on page 24.) 

Yet we can’t go on filling bins with 
wheat year after year. Drouths in the 
Great Plains eased up on the problem 
a little in 1956 and 1957. But we’re right 
back in the soup now. 

A clear-cut issue prevents farm groups 
from agreeing on a new wheat program. 
Shall we have production and marketing 
controls that will help maintain farm in- 
come? Or shall we cut production and 
markets free, and let farm income fall 
where it will? 

It’s time to decide! 
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ONE GOOD THING about a big snow 
storm, it brings out the neighborliness in 
people. We're ail so busy these days. It 
seems like it takes something in the na- 
ture of a disaster before we feel much 
concern for others.

SEND 10 PERCENT of your bred sows 
to market, urges E. Howard Hill, presi- 
dent of Iowa Farm Bureau. If we do 
this, he says, we'll receive more total 
dollars from our spring pig crop than if 
we keep these sows and let them farrow. 


THAT’S A GOOD IDEA. It will work 
if every producer cuts down his herd. 
Comparatively small shifts in hog produc- 
tion bring wild swings in prices. When 
production increases 10 or 15 percent, we 
have to “buy” a market for the additional 
pork. Then when production drops 10 or 
15 percent, we lose some of the customers 
we “bought” so dearly just 2 or 3 years 
earlier. 


SOME LARGE HOG producers like the 
wild price swings. They’re sure they 
profit more from 24-cent hogs than they 
lose on 10-cent ones. They’re afraid any 
type of price supports, applied when 
prices are at the bottom, would also level 
off the high price peak 


REGARDLESS of how you feel about 
this, it’s definitely in the interest of all 
hog producers to even out production 
from year-to-year and from month-to- 
month. And now is the time to hold back 
on farrowings and breedings. The market

THE GRAPH above gives you a bird’s 
eye view of our meat consumption. The 
statement that we eat less meat than folks 
in some other countries is frequently 
made. A news item on 1957 consumption 
puts us in fifth place, with 159 pounds per 
person. Argentina is high with 242 
pounds, followed by Australia with 223. 
New Zealand and Uruguay are in third 
and fourth place. 


THESE FIGURES are for red meat 
only, however. We also eat about 35 
pounds of chicken and turkey per year. 
On top of that, we consume dairy prod- 
ucts equal to about 700 pounds of whole 
milk each year, or about one quart per 
person per day. Actually, if equally dis- 
tributed, the milk alone will supply most 
of our protein requirements. 


TWO OF THE BIG meat-eaters, inter- 
estingly enough, also consume more milk 
than we do. Folks in New Zealand con- 
sume about seven times the dairy products 
we do. Australians consume about 
twice as much. Even considering our 
higher poultry consumption, folks “down 
under” do have a much higher protein 
diet than we do

MORE ECONOMIC RESEARCH is 
needed to provide background data for 
developing more effective farm  pro- 
grams. This is the conclusion of USDA’s 
economic research advisory committee. 
They say we need better ways to measure 
the economic factors that affect the price, 
supply, and use of farm products 


THE AG ADJUSTMENT CENTER at 
Ames has made a good start in this di- 
rection.

TIME IS growing short for the plan- 
ning of a good, long-range farm program 
Most of our programs in the past were 
hurriedly devised after the situation got 
to be intolerable. Now is the time to de- 
velop a rational program, while we can 
still think clearly and plan wisely.

OWARD HOYLE, farmer in Wash- 
ington county, Iowa, had a heart 
attack several years ago. By recognizing 
his limitations, and by making certain 
adjustments, Hoyle has shown that he 
can still carry on with his farming oper- 
ation. 

If the heart attack had occurred a few 
years earlier, Howard, who was 54 at the 
time, would probably have been advised 
by his doctor to quit the farm entirely 
and move to town. 

But he was luckier than some. A re- 
search program dedicated to helping 
farmers with heart disease stay on the 
farm had been initiated in Washington 
county 


A project team composed of doc- 
tors and farm specialists helped 
Howard plan revisions for his opera- 
tion. 


At their suggestion, he transferred all 
the heavy work to his son, who occupies 


ONE PRESCRIPTION for heart disease is 
frequent and regular rest periods. Howard 
Hoyle says he gets more out of life since 
he learned to lean back and put his feet 
on a fence. 
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the adjoining farm. A suitable distribu- 
tion of the total work load was arranged 
between father and son. 


Work-saving devices, modern methods 
of choring, were installed wherever pos- 
sible. Howard found he could handle 
about the same amount of livestock as he 
did before the heart attack. Mechanical 
equipment cut the livestock labor require- 
ments. 

Even so, the introduction of frequent 
and regular rest periods during the day 
may have been as important as anything 
else. 

Taking some short rest periods during 
the heat of the day will ease the stress 
placed on the heart. And this isn’t 
recommended just for those folks who 
have already had trouble, either 

Spending a few minutes in a comfort- 
able chair in a cool, shady spot will help 
keep the system functioning normally on 
a hot, humid day. Your work will prob- 
ably become more efficient, too, after a 
few minutes of rest. 

Research conducted in Indiana recently 
involves case studies of several hundred 
farmers who have suffered heart attacks. 
These scientists decided that most farm 
work can be divided into three basic 
classifications: 

Positive—farmer applies force to move 
something—lifting a load. 

Static—farmer applies force to support 
something—holding a load. 

Negative—farmer applies force to re- 
strain something—setting down a heavy 
load. 

This study reports that while static 
work seemingly doesn’t require a great 
expenditure of energy, it actually in- 
creases the pulse rate more than either 
of the other two types. 

Studies also show that folks must take 
extra precautions during hot, humid 
weather in summer. Hoyle had his heart

attack on a night like this in June, after 
a long day of putting up hay. 


Eating habits come into the pic- 
ture, too. A mid-day meal that is rela- 
tively light is easily digested and 
more desirable on a hot day than 
meat, potatoes, and pie. 


Emotional upsets add to the heart 
stress. Probably this is best illustrated 
by a farmer who has to chase pigs on a 
hot day. It takes an unusual man to keep 
calm and not get fatigued while doing 
this job. 

It may not be easy to adjust a farming 
operation when a heart problem arises. 
But in most cases, it’s much more difficult 
to leave the farm entirely. Sometimes, 
the shock of being thrown off the farm is 
as dangerous as over-work. 

Not many farmers are as fortunate as 
Howard Hoyle, who has a son to take over 
the heavy farm work. But there are other 
solutions to the problem. 

Hired help may be the answer. Some- 
times reducing the size of the operation is 
necessary. Maybe new machinery and 
mechanized methods will be the best 
answer. When families work together, 
they can often find a way for the post- 
cardiac farmer to stay on the farm 

Howard Hoyle puts it this way: “I’m 
still my own boss. I can do almost any- 
thing that doesn’t require heavy work, 
and my son and I are working together on 
our farms. My family is more closely 
knit than ever before. We've learned to 
relax together, and that is pretty im- 
portant.”

Caked udder due to 
low blood protein? 

Heavy demands for protein as 
the colostrum or first milk is 
formed when cows freshen may 
be a factor in causing caked 
udders. That’s according to R. 
L. Hays, University of Illinois 
dairy researcher. 

Heifers have a lower blood 
protein level than cows to start 
with. That makes the young 
animals especially susceptible to 
caked udder troubles at calving 
time, he says. High-producing 
cows are often bothered with 
caked udders, too. 

Hays says his research indi- 
cates that the danger of caked 
udder can be reduced if some 
method can be found to keep 
blood protein levels up. 

In recent Illinois tests, heifers 
were injected with a protein 
preparation over a period of 
several hours after they already 
had severe Cases of udder edema, 
or caked udder. The trouble 
cleared up almost entirely with- 
in 24 hours. 

Because high cost makes these 
injections entirely impractical 
right now, researchers turned 
to feeding high protein levels 
just before calving—a possible 
way to maintain blood protein 
levels. 

High protein feeding did not 
increase blood protein levels. 
Still, none of the heifers get- 
ting the high-protein ration had 
severe cases of udder edema, or 
caked udder. They also seemed 
to produce more milk than con- 
trol animals, tho the group was 
too small to prove that produc- 
tion increased. 


Spring clean-up helps 
protect your livestock 

A spring clean-up, fix-up day 
can pay dividends in animal 
health. 

Good fencing to keep animals 
where they belong is a good 
place to start. Animals may be 
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injured trying to get thru a 
poor fence. 

Nails, pieces of wire, and 
other small metal objects can 
be a hazard. Cows may pick up 
these objects as they eat grass. 
This can lead to hardware dis- 
ease. 

Wire may wrap around or be- 
come imbedded in an animal’s 
foot. Protruding nails can also 
cause foot injuries. This opens 
the way for tetanus, foot rot, 
and other infections. 

Keep animals, especially cat- 
tle, away from greased ma- 
chinery and discarded lubricant 
containers. Chemicals some- 
times found in petroleum prod- 
ucts can cause X-disease (hyper- 
keratosis). 

Farm chemicals and fertilizers 
should be stored away from 
livestock, too. Many of these 
materials are poisonous. 


Early spring weather 
means more flu 


Cold rains, chilly winds, and 
changing weather—this is a 
pretty good description of late 
winter and early spring. It’s 
also a good description of fac- 
tors which set the stage for 
swine influenza or “flu.” 

Hogs with flu usually run a 
high fever, have poor appetites, 
and develop coughs. They may 
have difficulty breathing. 

Death losses from flu are 
usually low. Most animals re- 
cover in about a week. But 
during that time, animals lose 
weight and become more sus- 
ceptible to other diseases. 

To prevent flu, provide clean 
dry quarters. Make sure the 
ration is balanced. 

During early spring, you may 
want to keep hogs from rooting 
in places where earthworms are 
plentiful. Earthworms are car- 
riers of the virus that causes 
flu in hogs. 

Keeping the flu out of your 
herd during early spring can 
mean more profits.

| What’s ahead in the .. . 


Cattle cycle 


4 bres CURRENT cattle cycle 
holds some unusual features. 
Cycles usually run from 10 to 
14 years, split about equally be- 
tween expansion and liquida- 
tion of breeding stock. 

The down-turn in cattle num- 
bers for the present cycle 
started in 1956. An abrupt halt 
after only 2 years made this 
the shortest decline on record 


Cattle slaughter in 1958 
was 10 percent under a year 
ago, 12 percent under 1956. 
Calf slaughter, for example, 
dropped 23 percent. 


As a result, the number of 
beef cattle in the nation is about 
7 percent more than a year 
earlier. Number of beef cows 
is up 5 percent. Total cow and 
calf increase amounts to about 
442 million. Nearly all of this 
increase came in states west of 
the Mississippi river. 

Part of the jump was due to 
good weather in the range coun- 
try. Heavy feed supplies encour- 
aged holding back of cows and 
calves. There has been an in- 
crease in cow herds outside the 
range country, too. 

Barring drouth or some other 
major disaster, cattle men can 
be expected to withhold breed- 
ing stock again this year, prob- 
ably in 1960, and maybe even in 
1961. 

Three or 4 years of herd ex- 
pansion are possible. Heifer 
calves dropped in 1958 won't 
greatly influence slaughter un- 
til 1962. That’s when their 
calves, dropped in 1961, would 
be ready for market. 


Heifer slaughter last year 
was about the same as in 
1957. So most of the heifers 
now held for breeding pur- 
poses will be needed just 
for replacements. This 
means that cows already on 
hand pretty well determine 
the size of the 1960 calf 
crop. 

Other factors complicate fig- 
uring on the current cycle. 

A presidential election is 
coming up in 1960. This adds 
to the push for a farm program 
of some sort. At this point, it’s 
impossible to tell whether any 
program will go into operation, 
or what its effect might be. 

Cheaper feed could encourage 
herd expansion to push the in- 


dustry further in the oversupply 
direction. 

Cattle numbers are starting 
up from the highest cycle bot 
tom on record. Right now, after 
only one year of increase, they 
stand almost at a record high 
Two more years of increase 
could push the all-cattle total 
over 106 million head. 

Of course, growing popula- 
tion will absorb a part of this 
increase—but not all of it. 

Beef products will be facing 
an increased supply of pork 
this fall. And perhaps even 
more in 1960. It is likely that 
hog prices will go low enough 
in 1960 to reduce pork supplies 
the following year. This could 
help beef in 1961. 

The last downturn in the cat- 
tle cycle was complicated by 
the after-effects of the Korean 
war. This factor won’t be pres 
ent in the current cycle 

This all adds up to a rather 
fuzzy outlook picture. However, 
some points seem clear. Don’t 
look for prices to go higher in 
the current cycle even tho herds 
are still building up. 


In fact, price swings 
promise to be smaller than 
usual. This is because the 
supply of beef is more uni- 
form. 


Supply of beef this fall is ex- 
pected to be about like last 
year. Holding back of breeding 
stock will support prices. Aver- 
age for the year is likely to be 
about the same as 1958. 

Enough steer calves have been 
held back to assure a good sup 
ply of beef for 1960. If ranchers 
continue to add to their herds, 
prices could continue close to 
present levels. 

Either in 1960 or 1961, ranch 
ers could start trimming their 
herds and trigger off the price 
decline that’s sure to come with 
increased marketings 

For the cow and calf man, it’s 
time to think about culling the 
herd. Another calf from a good 
old cow may pay. But it will be 
wise to cull ahead of the down 
turn. That’s the time to have 
a sound, young herd. 

For the cattle feeder, narrow 
margins are likely again next 
year. Sometime in the early 
60’s, perhaps 1961, fat cattle 
prices will start a decline.

MAY TOPICS of special 
interest to hog growers 
were discussed at the annual 
meeting of the lowa Swine Pro- 
duction Conference held in 
Ames recently. Following are 
some of the reports given at the 
2-day meeting: 

Veterinary staff members at 
Iowa State College report arti- 
ficial insemination may be just 
around the corner for the Iowa 
hog producer. 

Their work indicates diluted 
semen from one boar cduld 
breed 1,200 to 2,000 sows per 
year. Uniform breeding and 
farrowing plus elimination of 
the boar and a disease factor 
are the 2 major advantages. 

Swine producers using con- 
finement systems of feeding 
and management can make 
good use of European bacon 
breeds in their cross-breeding 
program. Breeds such as Land- 
race and Yorkshire are superior 
to regular American breeds in 
prolificacy, mothering ability, 
and feed efiiciency. 

L. N. Hazel, lowa State 
College animal husband- 
man, reports European hogs 
are more subject to res- 
piratory ailments tho. You'll 
want to do a better job of 
controlling environment 
with these breeds. 
“However, the breed you use 

is a relatively small part of the 
overall problem,” Hazel.

Agrees with us on 
conservation reserve 

To the Editor: Your editorial, 
“A Real Solution for the Farm 
Program Mess,” has many things 
to commend it. Of paramount 
importance is the fact that all 
of the major farm organizations 
agree to the effectiveness of an 
expanded conservation reserve. 

The oversubscription of this 
year’s program by farmers 
should show congress that the 
farmer is interested in such a 
program. Every other proposed 
program is severely criticized 
by some segment of agriculture, 
or by a major farm organization. 

We know from 25 years ex- 
perience that the so called “high 
parity” programs won't work. 
No congress has had, or will 
have, the guts to legislate the 
necessary controls on farmers. 

The early thirties should have 
taught us that agricultural pros- 
perity does not lie in higher and 
higher production for a lower 
and lower demand. Everyone 
seems to be in agreement that 
when agricultural supply and de- 
mand are in accord, and only 
then, will we have stability. 

A greatly expanded conserva- 
tion reserve, well conceived 
and energetically administered, 
would answer many problems. 
It would give farmers complete 
freedom of operation. There 
would be no government con- 
trols or regulations on his pro- 
duction. Comparatively it would 
be the least expensive. Studies 
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have tended to indicate that s 
ply and demand would come in 
balance if between 30 and 40 
million acres were taken out of 
production. 

As your editorial states the 
$1 billion paid for storage and 
interest alone would retire 50 
million acres at $20 per acre. 
Under the present programs, 
very little of the enormous ag- 
ricultural appropriation ever 
gets down to the farmer. 


Such a program would 
and should be administered 
by half of the present USDA 
personnel now administer- 
ing the present programs. 
To the American taxpayer, 

the farmer is pictured as being 
on the gravy train. In actuality, 
the farmer is running vainly 
down the track trying to catch 
the train which he couldn’t get 
a seat on any way because it’s 
full of bureaucrats; federal, state 
and local. 

To be most effective, a con- 
servation reserve program 
should try to rent complete farm 
units when possible. This would 
halt the practice of taking part 
of the farm out of production 
and then intensifying the re- 
maining operation. A _ rental 
scale should be established that 
would attract some 100-bushel 
land as well as 25-bushel land. 

As supplies shrank and prices 
became more favorable, land 
would be removed from the con- 
servation reserve. When sup- 
plies outrun demand, prices 
would again drop, and farmers 
would again place more land 
in the conservation reserve 

A program that would (1) hav: 
general acceptance and appro\ 
al, (2) be economical, and 
achieve supply and demand 
should receive legislative a} 
proval. 

Congress can and should pass 
a good sound farm program. As 
a magazine speaking not on! 
to, but also for,.the greatest ag 
ricultural area in the world 
legislators should pay your ide 
some heed.—Wm. G. Gladstone, 
Worth county, Mo.

A FTER YOU’VE been fore- 
“sighted and bought 
garden seed early, handle it s 
it doesn’t lose any of its germi 
nation and seedling vigor.

One good meth- 
od is to store the seed in a fruit 
jar, with the lid screwed on 
tight. High temperatures and 
high humidity can reduce germi- 
nation and vitality in a short 
time.

Officials note that there isn't 
any epidemic yet but conditions 
are ripe for one. After an epidemic 
gets started and hogs contract 
cholera, it’s too late. There is no 
treatment and when the disease 
takes the acute form it can wipe 
out a whole herd. 


But there is an easy preventive 
in the form of vaccination and 
officials urged farmers to use that 
means to forestall the possible 
losses of whole herds. 


The situation points up the 


the field of eradication of chol- 
era, a program being promoted 
by industry leaders through « 
national cholera control cum- 
mittee. 


And Dr Maynard Spear, lowe 
extension veterinarian, noted that 
it also points up the need for a 
compulsory reporting service on 
such diseases. He said thai, be- 
cause veterinarians are ot re- 
quired to report such discases to a 
central agency in Iowa there is no 
way to estimate whether the in- 
cidence of such a disease as chol- 
era is increasing. 


Spear estimated that only 3% 
per cent of Iowa hogs are vacci- 
nated and commented that that is 
a considerable decrease from last 
year. 

Hog cholera seems to run in 
cycles — as the number of cases 
decrease, farmers become careless 
about vaccination and build up 
conditions for a new outbreak 
That's where the industry seems 
to be now.

This starts with an ear-notch- 
ing program at or shortly after 
farrowing. Mark only good lit 
ters. Each pig should have a 
litter and an individual mark 

No further markings will ever 
be needed if this system is fol 
lowed. 


The marks should be recorded 
on litter record cards, along 
with the number and sex. List 
the sire and dam, too. 

Producers who keep a record 
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of performance weigh pigs af 
weaning time. They put these 
weights on the record cards 

The weight measurement at 
180 days helps determine the 
gaining ability of individual pigs 
This weight also should be 
recorded. 

All pigs won’t be weighed 
just at 180 days. They may be 
younger or older.

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Band spraying corn 
cuts weed growth 


PPLYING a _ herbicide on 

your corn at planting time 
will give special protection 
against weed infestation. You 
can do this job without extra 
trips over the field, too—the 
necessary equipment can be 
mounted right on the planter 

Band spraying, or applying 
the spray material in a 12 to 
14-inch strip over each row, is 
the most economical way of 
treating your corn fields with 
herbicides. 

Weeds that grow between 
the treated rows can be han- 
dled easily with cultivation. 
This system is especially 
profitable in fields that are 
heavily infested with annual 
grasses such as giant fox- 
tail. 

You may want to investigate 
buying a planter already 
equipped with spraying 
ment, if you're ready for a new

If not, then it isn’t difficult 
to rig the old machine for band 
spraying. Commercial band 
spraying attachments are avail 
able, or you may want to use 
parts from your row-crop spray- 
er. 

Here are some suggestions on 
how to apply herbicides with 
the band spray method 

The tank (or tanks), PTO driv 
en pump, pressure regulator 
and pressure gage, along with 
a shut-off valve are attached to 
the tractor. 

A single follows the 
planter tongue back to the frame 
of the planter. This line is then 
divided by “Tee’s” to feed a 
single spray nozzle mounted be

The herbicides used for pre- 
emergence spraying need to be 
applied as accurately as possible 
to get the best results. Be sure 
to read the label carefully in 
order to determine the quantity 
per acre to be used. Unless the 
label states otherwise, the rates 
shown are for broadcast, or com 
plete coverage, application 

In band spraying, you will 
need to appiy the material at 
this rate, but only on the strip 
over each row. The actual 
amount you will use per acre 
can be determined as follows 

Divide the row spacing 

(inches) into the width of 

the band (inches) and multi- 

ply this times the recom- 
mended rate per acre 

(gallons). 

For example, if the recom- 
mended rate is 10 gallons per 
acre, and you plan to spray a 
band 13 inches wide, with a 40 
inch row spacing, the actual 
rate per acre would be: 

10 x 13/40 = 3% gallons per 

acre. 


The rate of application of 
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spray material is determined 
by ground speed, pressure, and 
nozzle size 

It is important that the ground 
speed be measured carefully if 
the correct amount of herbicide 
is to be applied. 

Check the speed in the actual 
soi! conditions in which you will 
be planting and not on a hard 
surfaced road or lane 

If you have no ground speed 
indicator on your tractor, you 
can check your ground speed by 
measuring the time required to 
drive between two markers 
Make this check with a running 
start and then use arithmetic to 
figure your speed 

After you have the speed ad 
justed, mark the throttle setting 
and the gear. Then use the 
same throttle setting for check 
ing the nozzles and for the 
spraying in the field 


A pressure of 30 to 40 

pounds per square inch (psi) 
is recommended. If the 
pressure exceeds this, the 
spray material is broken 
into too small particles and 
wind drift becomes a prob- 
iem. 

Before you mix the first tank 
of spray material, fill the tank 
with water only and check the 
nozzle calibration. Position a 
quart jar under each nozzle to 
collect the water. Set the throttle 
at the determined 
setting and adjust the pressure 
for 30 psi

If the nozzles are not discharg 
ing the desired amount, in 
crease or decrease the pressure 
and make a re-check.

If a nozzle does not give the 
required rate of discharge, check 
for clogging or damage to the 
nozzle. 

Adjust the sprayer in the 
field, as follows: Adjust the noz- 
zles 8 to 10 inches above the 
ground.

When it came early 
during the growth or vegetative 
stage, yields dropped 25 per- 
cent below normal.

Get top benefits 
from your oats 


| OW MANY acres of oats will 

you be raising this year? 
Many folks who don’t need a 
lot of extra supplemental rough- 
age for livestock are finding 
they can eliminate, or at least 
cut down, the acres given to 
this low-profit crop. 

“Oats certainly are not vital 
to a crop rotation any more,” 
says E. S. Dyas, agronomist at 
lowa State College. “In fact, 
the best use for this crop now 
is probably as a supplemental 
silage, hay, or pasture for live- 
stock.” 

lowa folks have been decreas- 
ing the acres put to oats for 
some time. Average acreage 
from 1947-56 was 5,845,000 
acres. Last year, there were 
only 4,770,000 acres of oats in 
lowa. 


“Oats just can’t compare 
in cash value to corn and 
soybeans,” says Dyas. “Since 
the crop is no longer needed 
in the rotation, and since 
continuous corn has become 
more popular, oats acreage 
is going down.” 


Much of the oats still grown 
is primarily for use as a nurse 
crop with legumes. Some folks 
fee] that wheat, barley or rye 
perform as well and give higher 
returns 

Another substitute for es- 
tablishing a green-manure crop 
is band-seeding legumes be- 
tween the corn rows. 

“This practice can be ques- 
tioned, tho,’ explains Dyas. 
“The nitrogen value of a green 
manure crop probably won't 
benefit next year’s corn as much 
as an equal amount of commer- 
cial nitrogen.” 


Tests at lowa State Col- 
lege show that 50 pounds of 
nitrogen boosted corn yields 
30 bushels per acre. The 
nitrogen provided by alfalfa 
and red clover gave a yield 
increase of only 20 bushels 
per acre.

If you harvest 60 bushels of 
oats per acre and it’s valued at 
60 cents a bushel, you'll gross 
$36 an acre. This gives a per 
acre net profit of $3.15. 

It should be noted that 
the average yield for the 
state last year was 47 bush- 
els per acre. With this 
vield, and costs similar to 
those listed above, you 
would stand to lose about 
$4.65 an acre. 


“] know that oats won't make 
me much money,” says one 
farmer in Worth county, Iowa 
“But there are reasons why |] 
don't replace them in my ro 
tation 

I like to feed it both as a 
grain and as silage,” he says 
‘and having some nice baled 
straw around for bedding is 
worth something.” 

It isn’t hard to justify oats 
when they're grown for silage 
It is both high yielding and high 
in total digestible nutrients 
when used this way. 

Yields should average be- 
tween 5 and 10 tons per acre 
about one ton of silage for every 
8 bushels of grain the field 
would have produced. 

Se oats can still be grown 
profitably. But you may want 
to do some figuring on your own 
if they’re being included in 
your rotation.

oats into the thinned-out seed- 
ing. The oats will provide early 
grazing on this acreage. Use 2 
to 3 bushels per acre. 


The pasture can be 
patched up, if it’s to be held 
in the rotation longer than 
this year. Legume and grass 
seed can be drilled in. 


Use regular rates for the leg- 
ume and grass. Cut oats back 
to 1% bushels per acre. 

If seed is broadcast, some 
seedbed preparation will be 
necessary. Compromise between 
saving established plants and 
giving the new seeding a good 
start. 

A shot of nitrogen and phos- 
phorus along with these seed- 
ings will help both oats and leg- 
umes. From 20 to 30 pounds 
of nitrogen and 20 to 40 pounds 
of phosphorus can be used. 


Management 

Careful management of all 
pasture crops will let you get 
the most from them. An im- 
portant point is keeping stock 
off until plants have a good 
start. 

“Bluegrass should be 4 to 6 
inches high before cattle are 
allowed to graze it,” says J. M 
Scholl, lowa State College crops 
specialist. 

He says that in most cases 
this will be late in April. Nitro- 
gen-fertilized bluegrass would be 
ready earlier. 

Rotation pastures should have 
8 to 10 inches of growth before 
grazing is started, the specialist 
adds. 

He also recommends some 
system of alternate grazing 
on all rotation pastures. A 
plan used on college ex- 
periment farms divides the 
pasture into a minimum of 
four plots. 

Electric fence is used to di- 
vide the pasture. A common 
lane is left along one side. The 
gate to each plot is swung over 
to cut off the lane. One water 
tank at the head of the lane is 
sufficient. 

Each plot is grazed one week 
and rested 3 weeks. After cattle 
are moved, the grazed plot is 
clipped. This keeps growth even 
and helps control weeds. 

Weed control is important in 
permanent pastures, too. Two 
clippings a season are recom- 
mended. The first should be in 
June, the second in August. 

Good pasture management in- 
creases forage production. To- 
gether with fertilizer and sup- 
plemental crops, it can heip you 
meet pasture needs in 1959.

titis problems stem from udder 
injuries occurring when cows 
are confined for long periods in 
crowded stanchions. 


English researchers re- 
port the most critical time 
for getting mastitis is in the 
early part of a cow’s dry 
period. 


Their tests show more cows 
become infected in the first 21 
days of the dry period than dur- 
ing the complete lactation pe- 
riod. 

Whether a cow is dried off 
quickly or slowly apparently 
makes no difference. However, 
the more milk a cow is giving 
when dried off, the greater the 
chances for infection. Cutting 
the feed intake of cows can 
ease this problem. 

Two other treatments recom- 
mended for cows that are to be 
dried up are performed after 
the final milking. They include 
dipping the ends of the teats 
in a 5 percent tincture of iodine 
solution twice in a 24-hour in- 
terval or infusing 100,000 units 
of penicillin into all four teat 
canals. 

Remember to discard all milk 
from treated cows for 72 hours. 
Antibiotics may interfere with 
bacterial growth needed for 
cheese manufacture, and often 
there is an unfavorable carry- 
over into the milk.

2. Arrange yards, stalls, etc., 
so as to prevent udder injuries. 

3. Milk non-infected cows 
first. 

4. Wash udders prior to milk- 
ing 

5. Leave milker on only long 
enough to milk cow. 

6. Rinse teat cups between 
cows. 

7. Treat infected quarters im- 
mediately. 

This udder infection can cut 
your milk profits for a long time 
if it isn’t detected early and 
cared for. Good management, 
sanitation, and early treatment 
are your best defenses against 
mastitis.

Heat in milk 
is put to use 


pr. ACcH DAY enough heat can 

“be removed from cooling 
200 gallons of milk fresh from 
the cows to help heat the milk- 
room or preheat 50 gallons of 
milkroom washwater economi- 
cally, say USDA officials. 

One researcher has demon- 
strated the practicality of this 
by developing a system of pump, 
pipes, valves, and _ controls, 
which utilizes the heat given off 
hy the condenser of the milk 
tank refrigeration unit. The 
heat is used to preheat water 
that can be stored in the tank 
of a conventional electric water 
heater. 

A 400-gallon milk tank 
equipped with a 2-horsepower 
refrigeration unit was used. 
Milk was collected from the tank 
every other day. 

His research, in cooperation 
with the Washington Agricultur- 
al Experiment Station, has 
shown that heat energy equiva- 
lent to about 4,000 kilowatt-

hours of electricity annually 
can be removed from a total 
of about 200 gallons of warm 
milk daily. 

System uses what is normally 
wasted heat from the cooling 
of the milk. Heating the air in 
the milk room is advantageous 
only at certain times of the year, 
however. 

Cost of the extra equipment 
is listed at about $175 which in- 
cludes the circulating pump, 
galvanized vertical water tank, 
water solenoid valve, thermo- 
stat for the preheat tank, in- 
sulation, pipe, check valve, and 
miscellaneous fittings. In most 
areas the unit will pay for itself 
in about 2 years. 

For room heating, an air- 
cooled condenser may be con- 
nected in parallel with the 
water-cooled system and con- 
trolled by solenoid valves. With 
this system, the heat can be used 
for either room or water heat- 
ing. This additional cost is $150 
to $200. 

Package units are not avail- 
able commercially right now. 
But plans for the heat-saving 
equipment are being prepared

Control gains on 
your bred sows 


JreEDING bred sows is one 

phase of the swine operation 
where it is still desirable to do 
some hand work, reports D. E. 
Becker, University of Illinois 
swine researcher. 

Bred sows should gain 75 to 
85 pounds during the gestation 
period, Becker explains. The 
common tendency is to over- 
feed, resulting in weaker pigs 
at farrowing time and greater 
losses of baby pigs. 





Hand-feeding still seems 
to be the best way to con- 
trol the all-important gesta- 
tion period gain. 


Altho it is possible to mix 
a bulky ration using ground 
oats, corncobs or other bulky 
ingredients for self-feeding sows, 
the bulky ration often costs 
nearly as much per pound as a 
corn-soybean meal mixture. Be- 
sides, sows eat about twice as 
much of the bulky self-fed ra- 
tion. 

Breeders cannot hope to hold 
gestation period gains down to 
desirable levels by self-feeding 
a fattening-type ration of shelled 
corn and a protein supplement 
free-choice. 

Swine researchers do report 
favorable results when feeding 
bred sows silage. Becker cau- 
tions that feeding silage alone 
may not be satisfactory, but it 
can be useful when properly 
supplemented. 

Researchers report gilts will 
eat 8 to 10 pounds and sows 10 
to 12 pounds of corn, alfalfa or 
alfalfa-brome silage daily. Beck- 
er recommends feeding about 
1.5 pounds of a good 35 to 38 
percent protein supplement per 
day with corn silage. 

It is also usually necessary to 
ffeed one or two pounds of 
shelled corn per day to get de 
sired gains, since it may be dif- 
ficult to get sows to eat a full 
feed of silage

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Time to patch 
your lawn 


Get the leaves raked, make 
fertilizer application early 


A FTER THE rugged weather 
i we've had this winter, many 
lawns will need extra attention. 
This is the time to work up the 
bare spots in your lawn and re- 
seed them. 

If you raked the leaves off 
the lawn last fall, your job will 
be much easier this spring. If 
you didn’t—get them off as soon 
as possible for leaves can smoth- 
er out the grass. 

Before you apply fertilizer, 
and almost every lawn needs 
an application once a year, re- 
move the winter’s accumulation 
of twigs and dead grass. 

Spring is a good time to apply 
fertilizer, especially if you can 
get it on before the grass turns 
green. This eliminates the pos- 
sibility of burning. 

A good grade of complete com- 
mercial fertilizer will do a good 
job. Since old lawns most often 
need nitrogen, a fertilizer such 
as 10-6-4 or 10-10-10 will be satis- 
factory. 

Distribute the fertilizer even- 
ly over the soil working it into 
the top a couple of inches. If 
you distribute it by hand, divide 
the lawn into rough sections. 


Then divide the fertilizer 
for each section, distributing 
the lots over a section in 
different directions. 


At a casual glance, grass seed 
all looks alike. But before mak- 
ing a purchase, be sure and read 
the label on the outside of the 
package. Sometimes the cheap- 
est is the most expensive in the 
long run. 

Kentucky bluegrass is basic 
seed for most lawns that get 
plenty of sun. It doesn’t do so 
well in competition with trees 
and shrubs. 

Creeping red fescue, red top,

grass will give you a mixture 
that should take care of any 
areas you may want to seed.

Creeping red fescue ........2

Annual rye .... ‘cciaaee 

Dutch clover is a quick cover 
crop but is killed off by 2-4-D if 
you spray weeds later in the 
season. 

Scatter the seed on a still 
day as evenly as possible. After 
seeding, rake the lawn lightly 
and then pack the soil by rolling 
and tamping. 

On slopes likely to wash, 
spread burlap over the area and 
fasten with stakes. 

Grass seeds catch well if they 
are scattered lightly and evenly 
over the surface about the time 
of the last snow of the season. 
The seeds “melt” into the soil 
as the snow recedes 

Work the soil in the hollows 
and depressions and fill in with 
a rich top soil. As you fill, es- 
tablish drainage to avoid the 
same problem next spring. Fer- 
tilize and re-seed as you wauld 
any new area of lawn. 

Bare spots should be treated 
the same way. Work up the 
soil, fertilize and re-seed. 

As the grass grows, you'll 
want to keep down the weeds 
by mowing and by the use of a 
chemical weed killer. Use these 
chemicals according to the man- 
ufacturers directions

Independent drive 
for cancer group 


April crusade is now fund-raising 
mechanism for the entire society 


(Folks with the lowa Division of 
the American Cancer Society have 
asked for space to give their rea- 
sons fo? pulling out of jomt fund 
raising groups. The following is 
taken from their report to us. 
Editor) 


AST YEAR, U. S. citizens 
contributed nearly $30 mil- 
lion to the American Cancer 
Society. Of this amount, $723,- 
000 was raised in Iowa. 

Out of each dollar contrib- 
uted, 28 cents is invested in 
national cancer research pro- 
grams. On top of this, the lowa 
Division supported research 
projects totalling $69,730 at the 
State University of lowa, lowa 
State College, and Drake Uni- 
versity. 
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April is the _ fund-raising 
month for the American Cancer 
Society. To raise the large 
amounts of money needed, more 
than 40,000 persons serve as vol 
unteer cancer crusaders. Our 
goal is to call on every home in 
the state during the month of 
April. 

Besides soliciting contribu 
tions, the volunteer crusaders 
pass out life-saving cancer in- 
formation leaflets. 

Saving lives from cancer 
depends a large part upon 
everyone knowing the symp- 
toms and the seven danger 
signals which may mean 
cancer. 


Up until this year, the lowa 
Division participated in several 
joint fund-raising groups, com- 
monly known as United Fund or 
Community Chest organizations 
As a result of such affiliations, 
.wo very important facts have 
emerged. 

First, with few exceptions, 
such ventures resulted in a be- 
low normal amount of funds 
collected in these areas. Second, 
the life saving messages of the 
American Cancer Society were 
being lost among the leaflets, 
brochures, and flyers of as many 
as 29 other participating agen- 
cies. 

As a result, the people living 


in the area were receiving little 
or no knowledge about cancer’s 
seven dange signals. Nor did 
they hear avout developments 
in the field of cancer treatment 
Or the urgent need for funds to 
continue an all-out research pro- 
gram 

During the past 14 years, the 
American Cancer Society has 
studied its fund raising methods 
carefully. Beginning in 1955, 
the national board of 68 mem- 
bers began to establish rules 
to govern joint fund-raising 
activities. 


Even so, results were still 
far below those obtained 
thru door to door, face te 
face, independent fund 
drives. 

Recently, the national direc- 
tors of the society established 
the April crusade as the fund 
raising mechanism for the en 
tire society. The board of the 
lowa Division enthusiastically 
endorsed the independent fund- 
raising policy 

The 50-member Iowa 
authorized the state organiza- 
tion to take immediate steps to 
sever relations with United 
Fund, Community Chest, and 
other jointly organized fund- 
raising groups. 

All withdrawals have now 
been completed. The Iowa Divi- 
sion is planning a bigger state- 
wide independent crusade this 
April. The 103 local and county 
chapters are recruiting more 
volunteers to work on the year- 
round program. 
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In 1957, 4,291 lowans died of 
cancer. This points out the need 
for an intensive program to 
make people more aware of can- 
cer’s danger signals, and the im- 
portance of periodic health 
checkups 

The 1959 April crusade, spear- 
headed by state volunteer chair- 
man Guy Gillette, former U. S. 
senator, needs the support of 
every lowan.—lowa Division, 
American Cancer Society, 117%

FEED LOT EQUIPMENT 
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Seedbed a factor 
in legume stands 


QU ICCESS of spring seedings 
"may depend on the condi- 
tion of the seedbed. 

A firm, fine seedbed makes it 
possible for tiny legume and 
grass seeds to be covered light- 
ly and pressed into contact with 
moist soil. 

Poor seedbed preparation 
may mean that seed lies in 
loose, cloddy ground. Air 
and sun may dry it out. 
Stands may be thin as a 
result. 


“The seedbed must be firm,” 
stresses Harvey Thompson, an 
agronomist at Iowa State Col- 
lege. 

He points out the example of 
poor legume stands following 
soybeans. The reason, he sa, s, 
is that soil is loose. Operators 
who firm the seedbed on soy- 
bean land have little trouble, 
Thompson adds. 

The goal of seedbed prepara- 


| tion for oats and legumes is to 


get enough loose soil to cover 
seed—but to keep down the 
number of operations required. 
Work on the seedbed should 
start early. Oats, legumes, and 
grasses will benefit from a head 
start in cool, moist weather. 


But you can start too 
early, when soil is too wet 
to work well. “Mudding in” 
seed won't pay. 


It gets the seeding operation 
out of the way. But working the 
wet ground may be hard on 
soil structure. 

Early planted oats do yield 
well in most cases. But oats 
planted any time up to mid- 
April will do as well as those 
put in around April 1. 

“When fields are in condition 
to work up well, it’s time to be- 
gin preparations,’ Thompson 
says. 

On corn ground, this will 
mean disking. Once over with a 
tandem disk usually is enough 
for oats. But where the corn 
crop made heavy growth last 
year, double-disking might be 
necessary. 


Oats can be seeded after the | 


first disking. Broadcast oats 
should then be disked in. Some 
farmers follow up this disking

with a drag harrow, to smooth 
the field. 

Following this operation, leg- 
ume and grass seed should be 
broadcast in a separate opera- 
tion. Then it should be covered 
with a cultipacker or harrow. 

A cultipacker is best for this 
job. It firms seed into the soil 
without burying it. 


Legume and grass seed 
should be covered only to a 
depth of one-fourth to one- 
half inch. The seeds are 
small, and don’t have the 
vigor to push up thru a 
heavy ‘ayer of soil. 

That’s why it’s important to 
seed oats and legumes (or 
grasses) separately. Oats should 
be covered to a depth of about 
one inch 

A disking operation is good 
for covering oats gut it puts 
legumes and grasses way too 
deep for best stands 

This problem is avoided if a 
grain drill is used. A drill also 
makes it possible to reduce the 
number of trips over the field. 

“It’s possible to cut seeding to 
two operations,” Thompson says. 

You can disk, then pull a har- 
row, grain drill and cultipacker 
behind the tractor at one time.” 

A drill is convenient for re- 
seeding existing meadows. Leg- 
umes and grasses can be drilled 
in at half-inch depth 

Light disking will be needed 
if seed is broadcast. Seed can 
be applied after disking, and 
then harrowed in, too 

A good seedbed should be 
provided in all seeding situa- 
tions. It’s an important factor 
in giving seed a good start. 


Grading eggs

: E ALWAYS have Easter Sunday 
dinner with Bob’s mother,” says 
Mrs. Robert Lnenicka, Linn county, Iowa. 

“IT don’t know what she’ll serve us this 
year, but I do know there will be Ko- 
laches,”’ she added enthusiastically. 

Kolaches are soft sweet rolls with spicy 
prune filling. Not only are they served 
for Easter and other holidays but they 
are a year-around treat. 

Like many other fine recipes that have 
been passed down, Kolaches are often 
made by feel or touch. But young Mrs. 
Lnenicka has a recipe that she recom- 
mends highly. She mixes them up in the 
evening, puts the dough in the refriger- 
ator over night, and makes the Kolaches 
the next morning. 


Refrigerator Kolaches 


packages or cakes yeast 
cup sugar 
cup potato water 
cup warm water 
cup mashed potatoes 
eggs, well beaten 
teaspoons salt 

% cup melted fat 

8 cups flour 


Dissolve yeast in the warm water. Add 
the sugar, eggs, fat, salt, and 4 cups of 
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sifted flour. Beat in the potatoes and 
potato water. Beat this batter for 5 min- 
utes until it is light and fluffy. Work in 
the rest of the flour, knead well and place 
in a well greased pan. Brush the top of 
the dough with melted butter and place 
in the refrigerator where it will stand 
overnight. 


In the morning shape the dough into 
walnut sized balls and place on well- 
greased cookie sheets for an hour to rise. 

Flatfen each Kolache, making a de- 
pression in the center. Fill the depres- 
sions with a heaping spoonful of prune 
filling (recipe follows). Let rise again 
for about a half hour. Bake in a 425-de- 
gree oven for about 15 minutes. 

FILLING: Cook 1 pound prunes with 
1 teaspoon cinnamon and % cup sugar 
until soft. Drain. Remove the seeds and

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mash well. If you want a little more zest 
added to the filling, include some lemon 
juice. 

Mrs. Lnenicka says that it’s important 
to keep the dough well greased on top to 
prevent a crust from forming. 

Most nations have their special breads 
Recipes for our own Hot Cross Buns 
were brought from England. Greek Easter 
Bread is a three-petalled loaf that is said 
to represent the Trinity. According to 
custom, it is baked Saturday night before 
Easter. 


The bread is rich and sweet, prettily 
decorated with almonds and fruits. If 
you want to follow the Greek custom more 
closely, you might insert a red-colored, 
hard-cooked egg in the center of each 
loaf.

Scald milk. Stir in sugar, shortening, 
and salt.

(CLABEE county, Iowa, has a 

lot of well-dressed women 
this spring. New dresses are 
made of many different fabrics 
—drip-dry and polished cottons, 
man-made and natural fibers, 
and various combinations. 

These new dresses are seen 
in plain colors, bright plaids or 
checks. While the dresses dif- 
fer greatly, they have a few 
things in common. 

Each new dress in this par- 
ticular series is made up in a 
shirt-waist style, it has set-in 
sleeves, a zipper, and a set-on 
collar. 


Women who wear these 
dresses are the ones who 
attended the all-day sewing 
classes taught by Mrs. Lil- 
lian Price, extension home 
economist for Clarke coun- 
ty. 

About 50 women signed up 
for the series of five lessons. 
During the course, each woman 
made a dress for herself, under 
the guidance of Mrs. Price. 

The purpose back of this wide- 
spread interest in home sewing 
was the girls’ 4-H club sewing 
project to be conducted in the 
county during 1959-60. 

Mothers of teenage girls knew 
they would need to know the 
latest sewing methods to be able 
to help their daughters. 

Other women attending the 
classes were 4H club leaders 
who wanted a basic knowledge 


of how to teach a sewing class 


Then there were women 
like Mrs. Clarence Hotevec, 
mother of eight children, 
who wanted to learn how to 
sew for her family. 


On class day, these women 
parked their small children with 
relatives or friends, fixed a 
lunch for their husbands, and 
gathered at the fairgrounds 
early in the morning.

Few farmers measure 


the back-fat on hogs 


RE YOU raising meat type hogs? 

When the Wallaces Farmer Poll 
asked this question of lowa farm oper- 
ators, a farmer in Wapello county almost 
snarled his answer: 

“There is no such thing as a meat type 
hog. Didn’t you know that? I have Land- 
race and English York. But when I sell 
them, the packers tell me I might just as 
well raise fat hogs.” 

Other farmers reported that hogs they 
thought were meat type weren’t graded 
that way by packers. Two farmers in 
Louisa county had exactly opposite views. 

“I got a premium on every hog I sold 
last year,” said one 

Another complained: “I don’t get a 
premium for meat type (I raise Tams) so 
I don’t bother any more to select that 
kind.” 

Wallaces Farmer asked farmers all 
over the state this question: 

“Of the hogs you raise, how many do 
you think will sell as meat type?” 

Here is the way farmers answered: 


1. All meat type ........ 23% 
2. About half dees 35 
FF), as 13 
4. None 16 
5. Don’t raise hogs . 13 


Are big hog-raisers more apt to turn 
to meat type hogs than small producers? 
Farmers with 20 sows or more raising 
spring litters seem a little more inter- 
ested than those with smaller herds, but 
the difference is small.

How do farmers know whether they 
have meat type hogs? How many measure 
back-fat? The Poll asked this question: 

“Have you ever measured the backfat 
on your market hogs?” 
Farmers answered like this: 


Yes, have measured 
No, haven’t measured 


Measuring back-fat is a new and some- 
what difficult chore for farmers. It is 
probably remarkable that as many as 10 
percent of Iowa hog raisers say they are 
doing it. 

Both groups, those who had measured 
and those who hadn’t, were asked to 
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estimate the thickness of the backfat on 
their own hogs. This is the way they 
reported: 


1. Less than 1.3 inches . 5% 
2. 1.3 inches to 1.5 inches ........2i 
3. 1.6 inches to 1.8 inches ........16 
4. 1.9 inches or more

Meat type hogs are supposed to have 
backfat of 1.5 inches or less. So of the 
men guessing at the back-fat of their 
hogs, 26 percent thought their hogs would 
qualify as meat type. 

Many farmers wondered whether it 
was worth while to try for meat type 
hogs. An older farmer in Floyd county 
had this comment: 

“I don’t plan to raise meat type hogs 
again. I tried it before. They are always 
telling you to raise that kind and I had 
some I thought were that kind, but they 
never take them that way. It just isn’t 
worth trying.” 


One farmer commented: “Some 
folks think they have meat type 
hogs when they don’t. And I’ve seen 
good hogs get graded down because 
they went to market too fat. Even a 
good meat type hog can’t stand a lot 
of extra weight and still come out 
No. 1.” 


A farmer in Marshall county said he 
knew it was good business to produce 
lean hogs for consumers, that consumers 
didn’t want lard. But he added, “When 
I buy pork at the store, it still has just 


Meat type pigs must have 
the right kind of parents 
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as much fat and costs just as much. How 
can we be sure the consumer gets some 
good out of what we do?” 

Several Worth county farmers had 
forceful comments. Said one, “My only 
meat type hogs are my runts.” 

Another man declared, “I'll work for 
big litters, strong pigs at birth and fast 
maturing hogs. These things are more 
important than raising strictly meat 
type.” 

But the third man spoke for 
Iowa farmers when he said: 

“There will have to be a bigger margin 
paid for meat type hogs before we start 
raising more of them.” 

Some farmers look with envy to Can- 
ada where price differences between 
meat type and lard hogs are two or three 
times as great as in the United States. 
Selling by carcass weight and grade has 
been the single official system in Canada 
since 1940. 

Canadian hogs, if graded by U. S. 
standards, would have 71 percent U. S. 
No. 1 and 26 percent U. S. No. 2. No. 3 
hogs have been almost eliminated.

How many lowa farmers would 
like a chance to sell hogs on carcass 
grade, with grading done by USDA 
inspectors?

Farmers split votes on how

| O IOWA farmers want to 
amend the state’s consti- 
tution so as to give more weight 
to population and less to area? 
The Iowa legislature’ con- 
tinues to argue over this ques- 
tion. Most agree that some 
change should be made. 


At present, in one sena- 
torial district, 45,000 voters 
have one state senator. In 
another, 10,000 voters have 
one state senator.

county one representative and 
to re-district the senate on the 
basis of population. This meas- 
ure failed to pass the senate. 

This year, the same proposal 
is being made. It is competing 
for favor with a recommenda- 
tion made by a commission ap-

This commission plan would 
re-district the house on the basis 
of population and make area 
the principal factor in re-district- 
ing the senate.

Cattle gain faster 
with enzymes 


New feed additive saves 7 percent 
of feed in dry corn fattening ration 


SPECIAL ENZYME premix 

promises to put more profit 
in cattle feeding. Here’s its 
record reported at the recent 
Iowa State College cattle feed- 
ers day: 


12 percent faster gains 
7 percent feed saving 


The best rate of feeding seems 
to be about 75/1000 of a pound 
per head per day. At current 
prices this figures about $2.02 
per head for a 150-day feeding 
period. With fat cattle at pres- 
ent prices, the net return fig- 
ured about $9.02 per head. 
That’s almost $4.50 return for 
each dollar invested in the 
enzyme additive. 

The additive is a mixture of 
enzymes now ready for market 
under the trade name Agro- 
zyme. Its cost is likely to de- 
crease when it gets into mass 
production. 

The Iowa Department of 
Agriculture is waiting for 
Food and Drug Administra- 
tion (FDA) approval before 
registering Agrozyme for 
use in feeds sold in Iowa. 
This approval is expected in 
the near future, however. 


Effectiveness of the enzyme 
mixture in corn rations de- 
pended on the moisture content 
of the corn. With dry corn 
(14% percent moisture or less) 
it gave the full boost. With high 
moisture corn (19 percent or 
more) it gave little or no bene- 
fit. 

Faster gains from the en- 
zymes came in rations both 
with and without stilbestrol. 
The enzyme benefit also comes 
on top of extra gains from Tapa- 
zole and antibiotics. 

Steers and heifers seem to 


benefit equally. Carcass quality 
showed no significant difference 
between animals getting the 
enzyme additive and the con- 
trol group. 

The fact that Agrozyme did 
not help high moisture corn ra- 
tions was no great surprise to 
the folks who ran the tests. They 
reasoned that the extra gain 
from high moisture corn must 
be due to enzyme action of some 
sort. 


At this point, no one 
seems to know exactly how 
the enzymes act to increase 
rate of gain. In fact, there 
are a lot of unanswered 
questions. 


Will Agrozyme work as well 
for other than fattening beef 
cattle? Will it work on other 
kinds of livestock? 

What about other rations? 
It’s likely to improve a barley 
ration. At least, it was first used 
successfully on barley rations 
for poultry. Sorghum has not 
been used in feeding trials yet. 

Agrozyme is being tested in a 
roughage ration. Preliminary 
results do not look favorable. 
But the test hasn’t gone far 
enough to justify a solid con- 
clusion. 

Will other mixtures of en- 
zymes work? Two other mix- 
tures tested so far did not 
measure up to Agrozyme. But 
it’s quite possible that new 
mixtures may do even better— 
or work in rations where Agro- 
zyme may not do the job satis- 
factorily. 

Additional research is under- 
way. In the meantime, cattle 
feeders will want to watch for 
FDA approval and the appear- 
ance of Agrozyme in beef cattle 
supplements. 


More about cattle feeders day. . . 


pRst TESTS on Tapazole 

were reported at cattle feed- 
ers day last year. Now, addition- 
al tests give more information 
on its potential use. 

Tapazole is a trade name for 
a potent thyroid-blocking chemi- 
cal. It has not yet been ap- 
proved by FDA for use in cattle 
feeding. 

A summary of tests show a 
gain boost of about 11 percent 
over a 60-day feeding period. 
Feed saving amounted to about 
6 percent. 

Best use may come from add- 
ing it to the ration several weeks 
before marketing. A $5 return 
for $1.50 spent for Tapazole 
seems likely. So far, it has not 
been mass produced so the long- 
term cost is hard to figure ac- 
curately. 


Greatest gain stimulation 
came in the first few 
months of use. Length of 
time for maximum benefit 
varied with the level of feed- 
ing. 


There also appears to be a 
small, but beneficial, action by 
Tapazole on carcass finish. 

Altho Tapazole looks pri mis- 
ing, research workers favo1 ad- 
ditional testing before it is rec- 
ommended for beef rations.

Deaths from calf scours 
cut by nitrofurans 


A SEVERE experiment to test 
new drugs against calf scours 
was reported recently at the 
annual meeting of the AVMA. 

Of the 71 calves in the ex- 
periment, 63 scoured spontane- 
ously. They were divided into 
three groups of 21 each. One 
group received Entefur, a sec- 
ond a preparation of neomycin 
sulfate, kaolin, and electrolyte 
salts, and a third group served 
as a control. 

Entefur contains Furamazone, 
one of the newest of the nitro- 
furans produced by Eaton Lab- 
oratories, and bismuth subsalicy- 


AEROSOL spray containing the 
antibiotic aureomycin is now 
available for livestock use. 
Sprayed on superficial cuts and 
sores, it is designed to help 
prevent infection. 


late. The Entefur-treated group 
had the lowest mortality rate, 
3 out of 21. Six calves died in 
each of the other groups. 
Scientists isolated the agent 
causing the severe scours, and 
tested other drugs on it. The 
four nitrofurans — Furamazone, 
Furadantin, Furoxone, and Fur- 
acin — and neomycin-polymixin 
were effective against all strains 
of the agent except in one case.

A NEW NATURAL hormone im- 
plant, Synovex-L, has been de- 
veloped specially for lamb finish- 
ing.
